It is also the reason congress proposes certain changes in the tax 
law, to plug tax leaks through which millions of dollars yearly are lost. 
If Uncle Sam could collect ev ery year what he loses because of

less on taxable securities. 
It is v ariously estimated that there is about $4,000,000,000 out­ 
standing.

The state alien po ll tax was de­ 
clared u nco nstitu tio nal in a u nani­ 
mo u s decisio n handed do wn by the 
State Su preme co u rt in San Fran­ 
cisco y esterday . The co u rt held that 
the measu re was in v io latio n o f the 
fo u rteenth amendment to the United 
States co nstitu tio n and to the treaty 
between the United States and Jap­ 
an. 
The treaty stipu lates that resi­ 
dents o f either co u nty liv ing in the 
o ther are to be su bject o nly to tax a­ 
tio n as are citizens. 
In its o pinio n the co u rt said: 
“In v iew o f the pro v isio ns o f the 
ex isting treaty between the United 
States and Japan, the alien po ll tax 
law is ineffectiv e fo r any pu rpo se 
with relatio n to any citizen o f Jap­ 
an.” 
The Califo rnia alien po ll tax law, 
impo sing an annu al po ll tax o f $10 
o n all alien male residents o f the 
state between the ages o f 21 and 
60, 
w a s passed by the 1921 legislatu re. 
Mau rice F. Enderle, depu ty co u nty 
assesso r, stated that his o ffice had 
co llected, 
u nder 
this 
law, 
$125 0, 
w hich, it is ho lding awaiting the de­ 
cisio n o f the co u rt as to the metho d 
o f refu nding. Enderle farther stated 
tha t they had been ex pecting an u n­ 
fav o rable decisio n by the su preme 
co u rt o n this law and made no espe­ 
cia l effo rt to co llect the tax . The

“In O range cou nty la st y ear there 
were enrolled abou t 16,000 in

pu blic schools and only abou t 7 ,400 
in all the Bible schools of the cou n­ 
ty . T hat leav es 8 600 in ou r cou nty 
not getting any religiou s training. 
In Santa A na 4369 w ere enrolled in 
ou r schools and only 218 0 In 
ou r 
Bible 
schools. 
Add to these

figu res those not in school that are 
of school age and we hav e consid­
